IPAD? HAWKS FANS 
WILL DO ANYTHING 
FOR FINALS TICKET

Jessica Raye is one of those fortunate Black- 
hawks fans who snagged a pair of tickets to a 
Stanley Cup game at the United Center. She 
bought them Monday for $525 each through a 
friend of a friend who is a season ticket holder. 

Now Raye plans to sell the $348 ticket she 
bought through the Hawks’ online sale last 
week to recoup part of her costs. She'll also 
cut a few days from her summer vacation to 
make the plan work. 

“Chicago sports fans know they have to 
seize the moment,” said Raye, 28, of Elburn. 
“Yes, it’s crazy, but this could be one of those 
once-in-a-lifetime things.” 

Perhaps thousands of Hawks fans, some of 
whom are looking to monetize their ticket 
investments, face similar complications while 
they consider the championship series, which 
begins Wednesday night at the United Center, 
where the Hawks meet the Boston Bruins. 
Tickets in the resale market are in high de- 
mand, and slightly fewer than 2,000 —about 
10 percent of United Center’s capacity—were 
available Monday afternoon. 

The prices, which will rise as the series 
continues, have brought out some innovative 
thinking in ticket acquisition. 

Like Carlos Olivares’ approach. To Oli- 
vares, 26, of Des Plaines, viewing the Black- 
hawks at the United Center trumps the latest 
tech gadgetry. 

That’s why he posted an ad on Craigslist, 
the grand bazaar of the Internet, offering to 
swap his new 64GB iPad for two tickets to 
Game 5. 

Olivares said he paid $525 for the tablet in

and slightly to the side of a goal. Those 
rates include an eye-popping, slightly 
mysterious service charge on the National 
Hockey League's official resale outlet, 
NHL Ticket Exchange, that runs as high as 
$1,875 for the top-end ticket. 


February—a purchase that swallowed nearly 
his entire tax refund—but is willing to part 
with it for a ticket in any section of the United 
Center where he can sit. 

“T can always find another iPad later,” said 
Olivares, a car repair estimator. “But I can’t

find cheap tickets to the Stanley Cup Finals.” 

Craigslist is buzzing with ads from people 
looking to trade everything from wedding 
photography service to Lollapalooza tickets 
for passes to Game I or 2. 

Among those is Massachusetts-based Hawks 
fan Antonio Fierro, who said over the phone 
Monday that he missed the Stanley Cup three 
years ago because he was in school in South 
Florida and didn’t have the money to travel. 

A year after finishing his master’s degree, 
the 26-year-old lives in Boston and still can’t 
afford the ticket prices. But he is determined

to attend a game at Boston’s TD Garden. So 
Monday, he took to Craigslist and Twitter, of- 
fering his apartment in exchange for a ticket. 

Given the city’s hotel prices, Fierro figured 
that he and a traveling Hawks fan might be 
able to strike a mutually beneficial deal. 

“I’m beyond broke,” he wrote in the ad, 
“but I have a comfortable, cozy apartment 
to offer while you stay here that is a 3-minute 
train ride from downtown. You can have as 
much Ramen as you'd like at my apartment, 
or play as much NHL’og as your heart desires 
(did I mention that I’m broke?).”

MEET THE MAN BEHIND KANER’S LUCKY PLAYOFF HAIRDO

Patrick Kane doesn’t trust his playoff hair to 
just anyone. You should see where the Black- 
hawks star’s go-to guy, Carmelo Periti, sets up 
shop. 

Walk past a row of four shoe-shining chairs 
raised on a wooden stage. Take a right. Front 
and center, a fireplace flickers. 

Within an arm’s reach, there’s sharp- 


liquor glow on glass 
shelves. Above the 
bar, a large metal 
sign decorated 
with a _ speared 
olive reads “316 
Club.” 

On top of it 
all, there’s a wall- 
size chalkboard 
displaying NHL 
and NBA playoff 
odds. Pictures of 
cars and framed jer- 
seys are everywhere. 
TVs sit in every corner. 

It feels like Las Vegas 
packed into a 2,800-square- 
foot shop in the Loop. 

But the menu here displays haircuts 
and spa features, not drinks and showtimes. A 
run-of-the-mill haircut will run you about $55. 

It’s not the kind of place Periti, general man- 
ager and barber at 316 Club Barber Spa, expects 
to see many college kids. 

Then again, how often do you get the chance 
to have your hair cut and styled by the same guy 
who constructed Kane’s famed playoff mullet? 

For that reason, Periti, who has been cutting 
Kane’s hair for four years, was visited by an un- 
usual costumer. 

Recently, a University of Wisconsin-Madison 
student drove two and a half hours to the spa.

He wasn’t from Chicago. He had no plans 
other than to see Periti. 

“He told me, ‘I just wanted to get my hair cut 
by the same barber that Kane used once in my 
life,’ ” Periti said with a chuckle. “I told him he 
was a true fan.” 

Ever since the 36-year-old styled Kane’s 
mullet in 2010—the year the Hawks hoisted 

the Stanley Cup—the attention has 

been coming in buckets. 
And it all started with 

a simple joke. 

Periti had 
» been _ cutting 
. Kaner’s _ hair 
since train- 
ing camp in 
2009. The 

Hawks’ 

right 

winger 
was grow- 
ing his hair 
out by the 
time playoffs 
rolled around. 
“I just told 
him we should do 
something fun with 
it,” Periti said. “We 
both kinda laughed.” 
Periti thought the duo was still 
in joking mode when he pulled up a picture of 
Jaromir Jagr’s shoulder-length mullet from the 
’908. 

Kane laughed, then got his hair trimmed and 
styled—same old, same old. 

But the next time Kane sank into Periti’s 
chair, he did so with a grin. 

“Let’s do it,” Periti recalls the hockey star 
saying. 

“{Bleep],” Periti recalls thinking. 

He’d never done a mullet before. 

He told Kane to hold on. He went and exam- 
ined a few photos before he started chopping

away. 

“Yeah, I was nervous. I was sweating,” Periti 
said. “I knew this would blow up. It was just 
like anything, you’re always going to be ner- 
vous the first time doing something.” 

Forty minutes of precision snipping later 
and the mullet was complete. Kane was satis- 
fied. 

Cutting hair is in Periti’s blood. 

The die-hard Blackhawks fan—Periti re- 
fers to the team as “we” and currently sports 
a playoff beard much fuller than Kane’s—ar- 
rived in the States from Italy when he was 
6 years old. 

His father has been cutting hair for 57 years 
and owns a barber shop in Franklin Park. 

Periti earned an engineering degree from the 
Illinois Institute of Technology and worked at 
an engineering firm for five years. 

“T just hated it,” Periti said. “I looked back at 
my dad and everything he had, and I thought, 
‘What a great business. What am I doing?” 

“One thing led to another.” 

Since, Periti has constructed all three of 
Kaner’s mullets and even done one for Bran- 
don Saad. 

Periti also has been charged with the knee- 
shaking tasks of straight-razoring Kerry 
Wood’s goatee and trimming Blackhawks 
coach Joel Quenneville’s mustache and eye- 
brows, to name a few. 

And if there’s any activity that'll put hair 
on your playoff-bearded face, it’s playing with 
sharp objects next to Quenneville’s iconic 
’stache and ’brows. 

“Asking a customer to get his eyebrows and 
mustache trimmed is standard practice, so I 
asked [Quenneville],” Periti said. “At first he 
was like, ‘Nah.’ But a few seconds later he goes, 
‘You know what, no one’s ever asked me that 
before. Do it. Just be careful.’ 

“When he said that, I wanted to tell him I 
was joking. I barely touched it. But really, doing 
all this stuff, it’s all been so fun.”

‘The Daily Show’ 
is about to get a lot 
more, well, British 


Los Angeles Times 
Somewhere in South London, there’s a storage 
unit that’s a veritable time capsule of John Oli- 
ver’s life, circa 2006. That’s when, as a young 
comedian on the rise in the UK., he got a call 
from “The Daily Show.” 

He landed in New York on a Sunday and 
made his debut as the show’s “Senior British 
Correspondent” the very next day. Assuming 
he'd be fired within a month, he had signed 
only a four-week lease. 

Seven years later, if there’s anyone at “The 
Daily Show” who ought to feel secure in his 
job, it’s Oliver: On Monday, the Cambridge- 
educated comedian began a summerlong stint 
as host after Jon Stewart took a leave of ab- 
sence to direct his first feature film, “Rosewa- 
ter.” 

But Oliver, 36, is not quite willing to believe 
that he’s made it. “For there to have been some 
kind of administrative error makes more sense 
to me than that this has actually happened,” 
he says on a sweltering afternoon in late May. 
While everyone else on “The Daily Show” staff 
is enjoying a week of hiatus, Oliver is toiling 
away in his office, a small space dominated by a 
framed Liverpool FC. jersey. 

Given the intimidating task of steering 
“The Daily Show” in Stewart’s absence, it’s 
not hard to understand why Oliver is putting 
in overtime. Since Stewart came on board in 
1999, “The Daily Show” has become a cultural 
touchstone. 

With an average of 2.5 million viewers a 
night, it’s the top-rated late-night show among 
viewers under 50 and has racked up ro straight 
Emmys for variety series. Stewart’s high-profile 
interviews and blistering critiques of targets 
like Fox News have earned him a reputation as 
a latter-day Edward R. Murrow—the kind of 
personality who can draw 200,000 people to a 
rally on the National Mall. 

Put another way, Oliver has some pretty big 
shoes to fill. Nevertheless, he agreed without 
hesitation to fill in for Stewart because, he says, 
“I'd do anything for him. I’ll paint his house if 
he wants.”

For the time be- 
ing, though, Oliver is 
focused on humorously 
lowering everyone’s ex- 
pectations. 

“The goal is just don’t have 
this building on fire when he 
returns, like one of those high- 
school-party-gone-wrong mov- 
ies. You know, the parents are out 
of town and then they come home 
and it’s just the smoking remains of 
what used to be their home,” he jokes. 
“That’s the worst-case scenario.” 

Despite all the self-effacement, Oli- 
ver was “the obvious choice” to fill in for 
Stewart, according to executive producer 
Rory Albanese. Citing Oliver’s strengths as 
a writer, producer and on-camera performer, 
he predicts a relatively seamless transition. “I 
wouldn’t be too worried that the show won't 
be as funny,” he says. “It’s just going to be in 
proper English.” 

“I have a good working knowledge of 
America’s greatest wack jobs,” Oliver boasts, 
adding that the most difficult challenge in the 
weeks ahead will be treating guests “like hu- 
man beings.”
